The doors Were securely locked, and no 
amouat of knocking or urging caused them 
to open. The suspension was not only as ur- 
prise to them, but was in the nature ofa 
surprise to the bank working force. 
The question of. reorganization had 
Deen practically settled, and as late as last 

tit was understood by those interested 
that the new deal would go through. Local 
capitalists, George 8 and John Priz- 
laf, were to become identified with the 
new dAnstitution ‘and i was expected 
tocomplete and announce the deal this 
morning.

The suspension is largely due to the failure 
of F. A. Lappen & Co. and the Lappen Fural- 
ture Co. two weeks ago, with abilities that 
will proboDly amount to three-quarters of a 
million, when the worst is known. The 
Lappen firms, so far as claims have 
been recorded, owe the Plankin- 
ton Bank $219,000, and this sum 
is due on Lappen’s personal notes, 
which are considered to be practically value - 
less. The Lappen inventory shows the esti- 
mated value of the latter’s stock to be $208, - 
888. But the stock will not bring a sum any- 
where approaching this:figure, and ahead of 
the Plankinton Bank claims are others 
amouting to over $100,000. The outlook for 
the Plankinton is therefore not favorable. 

How Lappen succeeded in placing the Plank - 
inton Bank in the position in which it finds it - 
self isa mystery. He secured loan after loan of 
$10,000 each from the bank, even after com- 
mon rumor said Lappen was not wholly 
sound. There are many sensational stories 
in circulation regarding the matter but none 
that can be veriNed. The facts will doubtless 
come out now and will form an interesting 
story.

AS TO GARBAGE 


It is reported that one of the first 
branches of sanitary work to which Dr. 
Homan will direct his reform energies will 
be that of garbage collection. It is to be 
hoped that the report is true, for there is 
no other branch in greater need of immedi- 
ate and vigorous reform. The manner in 
which the garbage has been collected 
uncollected rather —is about as stupendous 
an outrage as has ever been perpetrated on a 
victimized municipality. In many localities 
the garbage has been allowed to collect 
and rot for weeks before it is removed. 
The alleys have been filled with rotting 
slops from the overflow of overloaded re- 
ceptacles. Complaints have been use- 
less. 

But Dr. Homan and his fellow authori- 
ties will blunder if they endeavor to get 
out of the garbage difficulty by forcing 
householders to burn their own garbage, as 
has been suggested, instead of forcing the 
Sanitary Reduction Co. to meet the con- 
tract it holds and do the work for which it 
is liberally paid by the city. It would un- 
doubtedly bea wise thing for people to 
burn as much of their household truck and 
garbage as possible. It would be an es- 
pecially good thing for the garbage con- 
tractors. But many housewives have no 
conveniences for thus disposing of garb- 
age, especially in summer, when de- 
struction is most desirable. Many use only 
gas or gasoline stoves, and much of the 
garbage cannot be burned. 

The only proper course open to the au- 
thorities is to compel the garbage con- 
tractors to do their duty. They are paid 
for collecting the garbage and paid again 
for reducing it. All that can or ought to 
be expected of citizens is active co-opéra- 
tion in destroying trash and keeping their 
premises clean. The garbage collectors 
must be made to do the rest, and do it 
thoroughly. They are ‘‘soldiering’’ now, 
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DEFEAT OF THE NOHE BILL 


The defeat of the Nohe death damage 
billin the Illinois Legislature is another 
illustration of the demoralizing influence 
of corporations in legislative bodies. 

The bill proposed to abolish the limit of 
$5,000 for damages for loss of life. No 
common sense objection to this proposal 
has ever been urged, simply because there 
is no such objection. The law as it stands 
in most States is simply an invitation to 
carelessness, because it cheapens human 
life and makes it more economical 
to pay an occasional death loss 
than to provide proper safeguards which 
would lower the number of fatal accidents. 
Railroad companies and other corpora- 
tions conducting a dangerous business 
reason quite rightly that as long as they 
can keep the legal-value of a human life 
down to the $5,000 limit they will be 
spared the necessity of making costly im- 
provements, but ifthe value is to be fixed 
by a jury the work of serious protection 
will have tobe undertaken inorder to 
prevent heavy damages. This is the 
ground of corporation opposition to such 
laws and it explains the defeat of the Nohe 
bill. ä 

If left to stand or fall upon its own mer- 
its this bill would have passed with practi- 
cal unanimity, but legislation is not con- 
sidered on its merits when it affects cor- 
porations. The persuasive eloquence of 
their advocates in the lobby is usually suc- 
cessful in defeating or maiming any meas- 
ure aimed at their profits or privileges. 
This is true of every State in the Union 
except in Minnesota, where last winter 
the friends of the people gained a tem- 
porary advantage over the corporation 
lobby. 

State Legislatures are in danger of 
becoming mere registers of the will of rail- 
road companies and privilege mongers. 
In those States where there is some sem- 
blance of independence left there are occa- 
sional attempts to loosen the grip of mo- 
nopoly, but they too often sulfer the fate 
of the Nohe bill, and in some States the 
work of the Legislature is over when it has 
passed such measures as the obby

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AN UNPLEASANT r CONTRAST. 

| England has learned many lessons in 
politics from America and it is only fair 
that we should learn something from the 
mother country. The lesson may be found 
in the spirited comments of the British 
papers on the grotesque treaty between our 
Government and the Czar of Russia pro- 
viding for the extradition of political of- 
fenders who may seek safety from despot- 
ism within our territory. 

There is practical unanimity of opinion 
among these English papers that such a 
treaty would be impossible with England. 
S0 Well kfiown is the attitude consistently | 
held by English statesmen for several gen- 
erations that it is doubtful if the Russian 
Government would even suggest auch an 
arrangement. And even if a British for- 
eign minister should surrender a fugitive 
of this description he would go down be- 
fore the wrath of the Democracy, which 
is, in spite of the privileged classes, the 
teal effective force in English politics and 
1116. N 

Ii we were to judge from indications 
found in recent legislation and adminis- 
trative acts in the two countries we might 
be pardoned for thinking that England 
and America were going in opposite 
directions, the one toward Democracy, the 
other away from Democracy towards the 
unclean thing known as an aristocracy of 
wealth. In England the present Govern- 
ment is struggling to give the Irish people 
the great boon of local self-government, 
a blessing already granted the counties 
and many towns of England. Taxation 
in that country is carefully adjusted and 
put upon those best able to bear it, and in 
many other ways the rising Democracy is 
intelligently directed towards realizing its 
ideals and purposes. In thiscountry we 
have had legislation within the past four 
years designed solely to extend the privi- 
leges of a favored class and reduce the 
power of the people by limiting their op- 
portunities and depriving them of the right 
to trade as they pleased. Taxation is cun- 
hingly contrived to rest almost entirely 
upon the shoulders of the work- 
ers, while thousands of the  fa- 
vorites of paternal government go 
scot free, and to crown all a 
treaty is negotiated, ratified and signed, 
witha barbarous tyranny which denies 
all those human rights to secure which our 
Government was established. The con- 
trast between England and America in 
these respects is certainly not a pleasing 
one to Democrats. 

There is comfort, however, in Lincoln’s 


saying that you could fool all ef the 


people some of the time, but you could not 
fool all the people all the time. Democ- 
racy ‘‘wobbles’’ badly at times, but in 
this country at least rights itself before it 
is too late. The inveterate optimism of 
Americans too often betrays them into 
wayward courses, which are both costly 
and humiliating.

Judge Klein then asked Hon. Leverett Bell, 
who represents Mr. Kelly, to read the peti- 
tion again, Mr. Bell then read the petition as 
originally filled some days ago in which he 
asserts that the piaintiff was duly elected to 
the House from the Twenty-sixth Ward, and 
was seated upon the presentation of the 
certificate of election given him 
by the Recorder of Voters, that, 
he was recognized as a member 
of that body and put upon a committee by 
the Speaker. Then without any justification 
the House ousted him from his seat ahd put 
in another man. Having no recourse by 
suits for damage; hé asked for 4 permanent 
injunction and à restoration thereby of bis 
rights and privileges as a member of the 
House.

FOUND HER DYING. 


Mrs, Elizabeth Owens Takes an Over- | 4 
dose of Morphine. 


— 


SHE WAS BROUGHT TO THE DISPENSARY 
FROM THE HOTEL RICHELIEU. 


She Registered at the Hotel Tuesday 
From Salt Lake City and Had No Bag- 
gage—Dr. Fitzpatrick Says That She 
Will Recover. 


On Tuesday last a lady about medium 
height with petite figure, dressed neatly in 
black and having no grip or baggage of any 
kind entered the Avenue Hotel, formerly the 
old Richelieu at Fourteenth street and Wasn - 
ington avenue, and registered under the 
name of Elizabeth Owens of Salt Lake Oity, 
Utah.“ 

She was assigned to room No. 115 aad no 
particular attention was paid to her until 
yestérday afternoon, when she rang the bell 
of the room and complained of being sick, 
Dr. Dorsett was summoned and prescribed for 
her, after which he left. 

FOUND UNCONSCIOUS. 

This morning the chambermaid on that 
floor tried the door of the room but found it 
locked, She thought the woman was sleeping 
and so did not disturd her. Aboutio’clock 
this afternoon, however, when she had not 
made her appearance and the room of the 
door was still locked, the girl informed the 
clerk and together they forced open the 
door. 

The woman was found lying on the bed in 
an unconscious condition. An ambulance 
was summoned from the Oity Dispensary, 
where she was conveyed as rapidly as 
possible. Dr. Fitgpatrick, who was in 
charge, at once pronounced her sickness 
to be due to an overdose of morphine. He 
applied the stomach pump and succeeded in 
relieving hertosuch an extent that she re- 
gained consciousness and was able to 
answer any questions put to her 
she was inclined to be very reticent after 
saying that her name was Elizabeth Owens 
and that she was 37 years of age. 

DENIED TAKING THE DRUG. 

She insisted thatshe had not taken mor- 
phine or poison of any kind, but declined to 
state what had made her so sick. 

Dr. Fitzpatrick said after examining the 
contents of her stomach that she had un- 
doubtedly taken morphine. He says that 
she will recover. 

Nothing is known of her at present at the 
hotel beyond the facts stated above. 

DR. DORSETT’S STATEMENT. 

Dr. Dorsett said when seen bya Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter that on May 11 last he was 
called to attend Mr. Owens, the husband of 
the lady, at 1420 Pine street, who was sick 
with pneumonia. He hed telegraphed he

The Provisional 
Government, already formed by the insur- 
gents, will assume control of affairs until 
the election of Sacaza’s successor.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 


It Is a Nuisance Per Se, and May Be 
Stopped by Injunction. 
From the Chicago Inter-Ocean. 

If an opinion given by Judge Ewing yester- 
day is sustained, a new and effective weapon 
will be put in the hands of those whoare at- 
tempting to rid Chicago of its smoke 
nuisance. This weapon is the Court of 
Chancery, which, the opinion holds, has the 
power to crush the smoke ordinance viola- 
tors. Thecourt granted an injunction re- 


straining Charles F. Mulliganand George H. 


Bliss from allowing smoke to issue fgom the 
chimneys of the Hyde Park Hotel. 


The bill was filled by Walter C. Nelson, who 
owns a $50,000 residence one block from the 
hotel, which is on Fifty-first street and in 
the midst of an aristocratic residence district. 
Previous to the filing of the bill O. F. Mullt- 
gan &Co. had twice been prosecuted and 
twice been made to pay the limit of a Justice 
court fine. The big chimneys, 
continued to pour forth their dense volumes 
of smoke, and Attorney Wolesley concetved 
the idea of invokingthe aid of a chancery 
court. The important question was witether 
or not a court of chancery had 
jurisdiction, and it was contended 
that the remedy was y 
one of law for Jamages. The answer tothe 
bill also laid the blame onthe engines of the 
Unnois Central road, and to other large 
buildings erected inthe vicinity. From the 
evidence, howerer, the court stated that 
there was no doubt that the defendant had 
permitted black smoke and soot to issue from 
the chimneys, destroying the draperies, 
carpets and linen of the complainant, and to 
his constant annoyance and discomfort. 
This was affirmed also by the affidavits of a 
score of well-known citizengé who had kept 
watch on the big chimneys. 

**That the complainant has been dama 
and seriously annoyed by the smoke from the 
hotel I entertain no doubt, said the court.
